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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 

These 
seeds  must  be  sown  as  soon  as  the3''  ripen  as  they  are  of  such  a 
character  that  they  dry  out  quickly  and  cannot  be  stored.  Seeds 
sown  immediately,  however,  will  make  strong  seedlings  by  fall, 
as  they  grow  very  quicKly. 

SILVER  MAPLE  (Acer  dasycarpum) .  A  beautiful  fast¬ 
growing  ornamental  shade  tree  with  v\ride-sprea.ding 
branches.  The  leaves  are  green  above  and  silver- 
white  beneath.
